DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on September 8, 2008. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the prior art of Bez, US 
5,482,443, relied upon in prior actions. Independent claims 5 and 6 include, in 
combination with limitations drawn to a stepped part of a second plunger in a dual pump 
system, a limitation whereby a flow rate discharged from a first pump is greater than the 
flow rate of liquid taken in by a second pump directly downstream of the first pump. This 
difference in flow rate pressurizes the inlet of the second pump such that there is no 
interruption of discharge from the second pump as it continuously operates. It would not 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Bez in 
such a manner.
